LONDON, 3:37 P. M.—British cavalry are on the outskirts of La Cateau, according to 


battle front dispatches received here late this afternoon. 


The greatest victory in military history appears to be in the making. Attacking on a 


front of nearly 50 miles from the south of St. Quentin to the vicinity of Douai, British, French, 
and American troops are reported to have affected a complete break-through along nearly half 
of this front. 


Through this gap the Aliles are pouring in pursuit of fully half a million of Germany's 


best soldiers who are reported to be in utter ro ut. 


Allied cavalry is galloping at the heels of the retreating Germans while the infantry is 


following in their wake practically without opposition. 
A great number of prisoners and a 


great quantity of material has been taken. 


Slaughter of the enemy as the Allies sweep over the last organized defenses of this front 


is reported to be apalling. 


More than 12,000 prisoners were taken in yesterday's operations on this front, according 


to official reports. A great many in excess of that figure are believed to have been captured. 


The great German center of Douai appears to be within the Allies' grasp. The bases of 


Bohain and Busigny have fallen, and the, important transportation center of La Cateau, Soles- 
raes and Ritfemont are being rapidly approached. 


The nearest defense of the Germans is the Valenciennes line fully 15 miles to the east- 


ward of thepresrent battle front. It is believed the enemy cannot reorganize its army and 


• make a stand befor« that line is reached. 


While the British, French and Americans are widening the scope of their victories in 


this region the French and Americans are -batting away on an 80 mile front between Rheims 
and Verdun, progressing on wide sectors. 


' The taking of Camrai badly upset the German plans for retirement. 
They have been 


seeking to maintain a gradual withdrawal astride the city, the defenses of which had made it 
almost the strongest point anywhere in the line. This explains yesterday's desperate counter 
attack with captured British tanks. It was broken up with anti-tank guns which the British 
had captured from the Germans. 


The Argonne pocket has been virtually wiped out. The French and Americans there are 


now within less than two miles of Grande Pre w.th its control of the railway through the forest. 


Trapping of a great Austrian army in Albania becomes hourly nearer realization. Cap- 


ture of Elbasan by the Italians is officially aclmited by Vienna. The Italians have practically 
reached the Durazzo Jine while the- French an :l Serbians are rapidly pushing in upon the Aus- 
trians from the Serbian territory. 


NEWS FROM THE YANKS 


WITH THE AMERICAN FIRST ARMY, Noon.—Heavy fighting is underway in the region 


of Romagne between the Meuse and the Argonne. The Germans are rushing in large rein- 
forcements arid concentrating artillery. The enemy is frantically reinforcing the sides of 
what remains of the Argonne pocket while withdrawing in the center.

Oct. 1 over a month ago was shown 
to-day by the Department of Agri- 
culture's monthly report. Corn, which 
had such a big loss in perspective pro 
duction as a result of July and Aug- 
ust weather, improved to the extent 
of 40,000,000 bushels and now ijives 
prospect of a 2,717,775,000 bushel 
crop, 441,000,000 bushels smaller than 
last year's. 


Spring wheat improved about 20,-1 


000,000 bushels, making a 
crop of 


363,195,000 bushels, 131,000,000 bush-; 
els more than last year. With this 
addition to spring wheat, the total 
wheat crop, including winter wheat, 
now in prospect is 918,920,000 bushels, 
That comes close to the billion bushel 
mark set by the Government last fall 
to meet the war needs.

This year's tobacco crop will be the

LONDON, 3:37 P. M.—British cavalry are on the outskirts of La Cateau, according to 


battle front dispatches received here late this afternoon. 


The greatest victory in military history appears to be in the making. Attacking on a 


front of nearly 50 miles from the south of St. Quentin to the vicinity of Douai, British, French, 
and American troops are reported to have affected a complete break-through along nearly half 
of this front. 


Through this gap the Aliles are pouring in pursuit of fully half a million of Germany's 


best soldiers who are reported to be in utter ro ut. 


Allied cavalry is galloping at the heels of the retreating Germans while the infantry is 


following in their wake practically without opposition. 
A great number of prisoners and a 


great quantity of material has been taken. 


Slaughter of the enemy as the Allies sweep over the last organized defenses of this front 


is reported to be apalling. 


More than 12,000 prisoners were taken in yesterday's operations on this front, according 


to official reports. A great many in excess of that figure are believed to have been captured. 


The great German center of Douai appears to be within the Allies' grasp. The bases of 


Bohain and Busigny have fallen, and the, important transportation center of La Cateau, Soles- 
raes and Ritfemont are being rapidly approached. 


The nearest defense of the Germans is the Valenciennes line fully 15 miles to the east- 


ward of thepresrent battle front. It is believed the enemy cannot reorganize its army and 


• make a stand befor« that line is reached. 


While the British, French and Americans are widening the scope of their victories in 


this region the French and Americans are -batting away on an 80 mile front between Rheims 
and Verdun, progressing on wide sectors. 


' The taking of Camrai badly upset the German plans for retirement. 
They have been 


seeking to maintain a gradual withdrawal astride the city, the defenses of which had made it 
almost the strongest point anywhere in the line. This explains yesterday's desperate counter 
attack with captured British tanks. It was broken up with anti-tank guns which the British 
had captured from the Germans. 


The Argonne pocket has been virtually wiped out. The French and Americans there are 


now within less than two miles of Grande Pre w.th its control of the railway through the forest. 


Trapping of a great Austrian army in Albania becomes hourly nearer realization. Cap- 


ture of Elbasan by the Italians is officially aclmited by Vienna. The Italians have practically 
reached the Durazzo Jine while the- French an :l Serbians are rapidly pushing in upon the Aus- 
trians from the Serbian territory. 


NEWS FROM THE YANKS 


WITH THE AMERICAN FIRST ARMY, Noon.—Heavy fighting is underway in the region 


of Romagne between the Meuse and the Argonne. The Germans are rushing in large rein- 
forcements arid concentrating artillery.
